On July 1, 2008, the Injured Patients and Families
Compensatiofrundcash balance closed at a negative $163.3
million. This negative balance continued through July 31,
2008, when the fund cash balance closed at a negative
$156.0 million.  The Injured Patients and-amilies
Compensatiofrund cash balance reachitsdntra-month low

of a negative$170.7 million on July 10, 2008. The negative
balancewas dueo the transfer of $200 million to the Medical
AssistanceTrust Fund peR007 Wsconsin Act 20andthe
pendingliquidation of fundsecurities necessary tds#t this
shortfall.

On July 9, 2008, the Universityriist Fund- Principal cash
balanceclosed ata negative $1.2 million. This negative
balancecontinued through July 31, 2008, when the fand’
cashbalance closed at a negative $4.2 million (its intra-month
low). The negative balance was dueatoaccounting error
thatwas corrected in August.

The Injured Patienteind Families Compensation Fund, and
University Trust Fund - Principal shortfalls were not in excess
of the statutory interfund borrowing limitatiomsid did not
exceedthe balances of the funds available for interfund
borrowing.

The distribution of interest earnings to investment pool
participantss based on the averadaily balance in the pool
andeach fund share. Therefore, the monthly calculation by
the StateControllefs Ofice will automatically reflect the use
of these temporary reallocations of balance authaitgl as

a result, the funds requiring the use of the authority will
effectivelybear the interest cost.
